W HEN I TOOK over the 
presidency of the ANA 
last year, I set as my three 
primary goals increasing ANA mem- 
bership, balancing the budget and im- 
proving our public image. With the 
launching of several new advertising 
campaigns, we are on our way to meet- 
ing our goal of an increased member- 
ship base, and, with the introduction 
later this year or early next of an op- 
tional ANACS encapsulated prod- 
uct, we will be able to provide alter- 
natives for the membership while at 
the same time generating revenues to 
help fund quality member programs 
and services. 

As many of you are aware, I have 
traveled extensively in an effort to 
help promote our ANA. In August 
I attended the Empire State Numis- 
matic Association’s 62nd annual con- 
vention in Syracuse, New York, as 
well as a banquet held at the Penn- 
sylvania Association of Numismatists’ 
10th anniversary convention in Scran- 
ton. September found me in Atlan- 
ta, Georgia, for the Peach State Coin 
Show; McLean, Virginia, for the Vir- 
ginia Numismatic Association’s show; 
and in Cherry Hill, New Jersey, for 
the Great Eastern Numismatic Asso- 
ciation convention. In early October 
I was fortunate to go to London, 
England, for the International Bank 
Note Society convention and the 
COINEX show. 

I have not limited my visits to just 
the big shows, however; I also attended 
local coin club meetings and shows, as 
well as state conventions. In all of my 
discussions with individuals, I have 
tried to present a very positive image 
of our “new” ANA. The number of 
complaints certainly has dwindled. 


and the bulk of the members I have 
talked with generally like what they see 
happening with “their organization.” 



For the most part, I have been warm- 
ly received wherever I turn up, par- 
ticularly by the smaller groups who 
never thought an ANA president 
would attend one of their gatherings. 

The complaints I do receive center 
around three areas. First, there is still 
some strong objection to the cost of 
membership in our Association. My 
response has been that if our concerted 
effort to increase membership is suc- 
cessful, we will not have to raise dues 
again in the near future. 

Second, a number of unfavorable 
remarks have been made by the “smal- 
ler” dealers about the cost of using the 
security room at our conventions. Ob- 
viously, our $50 fee has created a hard- 
ship for some. I hope to discuss this 
problem with your ANA Board at our 
next meeting, scheduled for later 
this month. 

Lastly, in Cincinnati I received some 
complaints from “average collectors” 
about the cost of attending conven- 
tions. Some people have indicated 
that they will not attend the next 
anniversary convention because of 
the high price of hotel rooms, meals, 
banquet tickets, ANA medals, etc. Per- 
haps, before our next convention in 
Pittsburgh, August 9-13, 1989, these 
concerns can be investigated. I do 
know that the Pittsburgh committee 


is trying to arrange low-cost housing 
at a local college for our young numis- 
matists, whose attendance at our recent 
convention was much less than in pre- 
vious years. 

If you have suggestions about how 
your ANA might better serve you, 
please share them by dropping me 
a line. 

In God We Trust 

I am aware that yet another effort 
is underway to have the “In God We 
Trust” motto removed from United 
States coinage and paper money. Al- 
though this may not become an is- 
sue until sometime in 1989, I would 
like to share with you some back- 
ground on the history of the mot- 
to and the official position your Asso- 
ciation has taken. 

“In God We Trust” first appeared 
on the 1864 2-cent piece, inspired by 
a letter written to Secretary of the 
Treasury Salmon P. Chase on Novem- 
ber 13, 1861, by the Reverend Mark 
R. Watkinson of Ridley ville, Pennsyl- 
vania. The Coinage Act of July 1 1 , 
1955, made the appearance of the mot- 
to mandatory on all U.S. coins and 
paper money, the result of efforts by 
numismatist Matthew R. Rothert of 
Camden, Arkansas. 

Our forefathers held a belief in a 
Supreme Being, and founded this 
country on the credence of religious 
freedom. Based on these principles, 
your ANA Board of Governors voted 
to support the retention of “In God 
We Trust” on United States currency. 
On behalf of our 32,000 members, 
we have requested that members of 
the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives likewise endorse this time- 
honored tradition. •

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Jewish Kingdom Existed 
in Feudal Europe 

I'he article, “The Jewish Tsar of 
Bulgaria” (August 1988, pp. 1402- 
05), by Peter Horvitz was interest- 
ing and thought-provoking. There 
are, however, a few points that re- 
quire clarification. 

According to the canon law of the 
medieval church, both western and 
eastern, a Jew who converted to Chris- 
tianity was classed as a conversus. While 
his soul was considered “saved,” his 
.social status was less than that of a horn 
Christian, and .some occupations were 
permanently closed to him. One of 
these, the highest .secular position, 


was that of king (or tsar, in the case 
of Bulgaria). 

As the son of a female Jewish con- 
vert, born after her conversion [to 
Christianity], Tsar Ivan Shishman car- 
ried none of his mother’s stigma. The 
niceties of Jewi.sh custom were lo.st on 
their Christian counterpans, and in the 
eyes of society Ivan was neither Jew 
nor conversus, and his way to the 
throne was not barred. 

A book by Anhur J. Zuckerman, 
A Jewish Princedom in Feudal France 
768-900 A. D. (N.Y.: Columbia Uni- 
versity Pre.s.s, 1972), makes a case for 
a .semi-independent Jewish principal- 
ity in the south of France, centered at 
Narbonne. If Zuckerman’s thesis is cor- 
rect (and it has caused controversy 
among medievalists), then Carolingian 
Narbonne was the sole European feu- 
dality ruled by practicing, religious 


Jews, and has a better claim to im- 
portance in Jewish history than the rule 
of a Bulgar conversus who knew 
nothing of his mother’s heritage.

I found Mr. Horvitz’ article, “The 
Jewish Tsar of Bulgaria,” very inter- 
esting. According to my research, 
though, he may not be entirely ac- 
curate in calling Ivan Shishman “the 
first and only Jewish monarch of a 
European nation.” Six centuries earlier 
there existed in feudal Europe a Jewish 
kingdom with its own ruler! 

In 8th-century southern France was 
an area known as Septimania. This 
area had a sub.stantial Jewish popu- 
lation. In A.D. 768, for supporting 
Pepin I (both in his fight against the 
Muslims and in his claim to the Frank-

cially installed as king of the Jews. He 
was given a specially created principal- 
ity, which gave nominal allegiance to 
Pepin but essentially was independent. 

Depending on the source, the ruler’s 
name has come down to us as either 
Theodoric or Thierry. Both Pepin 
and the caliph of Baghdad recognized 
him as “the seed of the royal house 
of David” This Theodoric appar- 
ently established a line of descendants 
that ruled for several centuries in the 
same vicinity.

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Three Join Hall of Fame 

Announced on July 23, 1988, during 
the ana’s 97th Anniversary Conven- 
tion in Cincinnati, Ohio, was the in- 
duction of three individuals into the 
Association’s Numismatic Hall of 
Fame: John S. Davenpon, pioneer in 
the study of silver-dollar-size coins; 
the late M. Vernon Sheldon, 27th 
president of the ANA; and the late 
Maurice Gould, former ANA gover- 
nor and a prominent figure on the 
New England numismatic scene. 

“The Hall of Fame is more than just 


a name— it is a special area at ANA 
headquarters,” says ANA Executive 
Direaor Robert J. Leuver. “Currently, 
photographs of the enshrinees are 
displayed, but these are slowly being 
replaced by sculptured medallions bear- 
ing the busts of those elected.” 

Every two years a select few are 
chosen for inclusion in the Hall of 
Fame. Eligible are persons, living or 
deceased, whose contributions to the 
field of numismatics are outstanding 
and of the highest achievement. Nom- 
inees who do not receive sufficient 
votes from the Hall of Fame selection 
committee qualify as “holdovers” and 
are resubmitted for consideration in 
the next election. Each ANA member, 
whether an organization or an indi- 
vidual, may enter two nominations, 
which will be accepted for the 1990 
election beginning in October 1989.

creation, Cook feels that in the past the 
art form in the United States has been 
timid and unassertive. In an interview 
with Barbara Snavely, published in the 
March 1984 issue of The Numismatist, 
Cook explained, “ ‘Name’ sculptors 
aren’t doing medallic work any more 
because it became too commercial for 


them. Some good medal work is again 
coming out of this country. However, 
we are suffering from a 50-year hiatus 
of research. We anists need to ask 
ourselves questions about the purpose 
and potential of medallic design.”

$16 million for the United States 
Olympic Committee. A total of 
1,2 38,591 coins were sold from Feb- 
ruary 15 to May 15. Congressionally 
mandated surcharges were included in 
the price of the coins— $ 3 5 for each $ 5 
gold coin, $7 for each $1 silver coin. 

“We’re pleased by these results,’’ 
says Donna Pope, direaor of the Mint. 
“Pre-issue sales were achieved prima- 
rily through a targeted, direct-marketing 


effon and have gotten the program off 
to a solid start. We expect to build 
substantially on this foundation in the 
coming months, when excitement over 
the summer games, combined with 
national distribution and network tele- 
vision advertising, will impact many 
millions of American consumers.’’

Collectibles in North 

Although it has been some 125 years 
since America was split by the Civil 
War, the conflict commands a great 
deal of attention from Americans 


throughout the nation. In the past few 
years this interest has actually in- 
creased. Citizens are more apt to fight 
developers’ plans for building on sites 
of major battlefields; Civil War books 
are found on the best-seller list; and 
tangible reminders of the era are pop- 
ular collectibles. 

According to ANA Governor Grov- 
er Criswell, noted authority on Con- 
federate bonds and currency, most 
Rebel notes are purchased not by 
Southerners, but by Yankees.

People in the 
North spend thousands and buy 
huge collections.”

A $500 Virginia 
note is given as an example — worthless 
soon after its printing in 1865, it now 
sells for $25,000. 

Burke Volume Offered 

During World War II, the Nazis con- 
trived a plan that called for counter- 
feiting of British 5-, 10- and 20-pound 
notes, which would be dropped in 
huge quantities on the British Isles and 
neutral nations, in effect, destroying 
the British economy. This plan was 
changed, however, by the Nazis’ loss 
of control of the skies over England 
after the Battle of Britain, and the con- 
viction that counterfeits could be bet- 
ter used to acquire hard money to pay 
for spying, sabotage and war supplies. 

'Nazi Counterfeiting of British Currency 
during World War 11. Operation An- 


drew and Operation Bernhard, a book

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Marking the 
Campaign Trail 

Other than apple pie, nothing is more American than 
our presidential elections. The spirit and history of 
these quadrennial races is captured forever on political 
medals, tokens, buttons and ribbons.

The election of Democratic 
candidate Andrew Jackson 
over John Quincy Adams in 
1828 ushered in one of the 
most bitter and violent peri- 
ods in American politics. Al- 
though Jackson’s every act 
seemed to generate contro- 
versy, his fierce war against 
the Bank of the United States 
created the most antagonism. 
A brass token issued in 1832 
notes Jackson’s election in 
1828 and his reelection in 
1832. The inscription on the 
reverse reads WE/COMMEM- 

oat/the glorious/victo- 
ries OF/OUR HERO IN/WAR & 

IN/*PEACE*. ANA MUSEUM 


B eginning with the inauguration of George Washington 
in 1789 , medalists have produced numismatic items bear- 
ing likenesses of the President, Vice President or the unsuc- 
cessful candidates for these offices. A subdivision of these 
so-called “politicals” are presidential campaign medals, or 
“campaigners,” which first appeared during the second presidential race 
between Andrew Jackson and John Quincy Adams. Explained Gustav 
Kobbe in the September 1888 issue of Scribners magazine: 

... the partisans of [Jackson], still smarting under his defeat by Adams four 
years previous, made a rattling canvass for Old Hickory. The medalists, scent- 
ing a chance for a rushing business at the large Jackson meetings held during 
this campaign, struck off medals bearing his likeness and spirited mottoes or 
references to his military career, by wearing which his partisans showed their 
devotion to their hero’s cause. 

The originality and style of 1 9 th-century political exonumia — be it med- 
als, tokens, buttons and lapel pins, or ribbons — is unequaled by modern- 
day issues. The designs of medals and tokens range from the sophisticated 
to the primitive, although many pieces are impressive testaments to the 
engraver’s art. 

Buttons and other lapel devices are perhaps the most colorful reminders 
of political campaigns. Edmund B. Sullivan, in his reference Collecting Polit- 
ical Americana, comments: 

The modern campaign button is produced very cheaply and says much in 
a small space. Although having given ground in recent campaigns to television 
advertising, the ubiquitous button still enjoys a priority status in candidates’ 
budgets and continuing popularity with voters. Yet, on the day after an elec- 
tion, most voters casually dispose of the button they wore so proudly, or else

put it away as a “souvenir.” Years later, the souvenir is discovered in grand- 
mother’s sewing basket or trinket box or in a long-unopened trunk in the 
attic. Once the discovery is made, a new collector is born. 

Political ribbons, too, often are works of art and among collectors are 
almost as popular as campaign buttons and medals. The serious collector 
of political “textiles” has a large selection from which to choose and, with 
some determination and intuition, can assemble a valuable collection. 
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A medal promotes U.S. Sena- 
tor Robert F. Kennedy as a 
future president. ana museum 


Presidential candidates were 
nominated at informal party 
caucuses until the nomination 
and election of James Monroe 
in 1816. The opposition par- 
ties first held formal conven- 
tions in 1832 after years of 
growing dissatisfaction with 
nomination procedures. Since 
that time, the two major par- 
ties have met during election 
years to nominate presidential 
and vice presidential candi- 
dates and to establish party 
platforms. Tangible remnants 
of these conventions of inter- 
est to collectors are the tick- 
ets used for admission. 

FRED SCHWAN 
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The results of the first 
presidential election were 
tallied on April 6, 1789. 

Under the terms of the Con- 
stitution, each elector voted 
for two candidates for Presi- 
dent, without specifying a 
first or second choice. The 
candidate with the most votes 
was named President; the one 
with the second highest num- 
ber of votes became Vice 
President. George Washington 
received a vote from every 
one of the 69 electors and 
unanimously was chosen Presi- 
dent of the new nation. John 
Adams received votes from 34 
electors and was named Vice 
President. An undated in- 
augural button proclaims 
LONG LIVE THE PRESIDENT 
and features the initials GW 
in script.

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In campaigning for the presidency in 1896, Democrat William Jennings Bryan 
traveled 18,000 miles through 29 states and delivered 600 speeches. A satirical 
aluminum **one dam’* shows a goose with a donkey’s head and the inscrip- 
tions UNITED SNAKES OF AMERICA and IN/BRYAN/WE/TRUST. A button 
produced for Bryan’s (908 campaign against William H. Taft reads BRYAN/ 
FROM DENVER TO WASHINGTON, and, in tiny lettering, CLEAN SWEEP FOR 
DEMOCRACY. ANA MUSEUM 


Democratic candidate Grover Cleve- 
land ran for President not once but 
three times— in 1884, 1888 and 1892. 
In the last two races he went head 
to head with Republican Benjamin 
Harrison. Cleveland won in 1884 
and 1892, Harrison in 1888. A beau- 
tifully embroidered ribbon pictures 
Cleveland; an aluminum medal is- 
sued in 1892 shows him with vice 
presidential candidate Adlai E.

The Republican team of Richard M. 
Nixon and Spiro T. Agnew defeated 
Democrat Hubert H. Humphrey and 
his running mate Edmund S. Muskie 
in 1968.

When Republican Herbert 
Hoover took office in March 
1929, the American economy 
was booming.

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The U.S. Mint and 
the Copper Coinage 
of 1801 

Early records divulge the Mint director’s often futile 
attempts to secure copper for the coinage of cents and 
half cents in the late- 18 th and early- 19 th centuries. 


W HEN THE Philadelphia Mint began cent 

coinage in February 1793, it had difficulty ob- 
taining a steady supply of copper. Late in 1792, 
Mint Director David Rittenhouse decided that 
the best way to remedy this was to import sheet 
copper of the proper thickness from abroad. Merchants were used as mid- 
dlemen, so the risk would not fall on the government. 

Throughout 1793-94, this policy of importation was continued. Once 
the planchets had been punched from the copper sheets, however, clip- 
pings remained, which in turn were melted and rolled out to the prop- 
er thickness. Additional planchets then were punched from this new 
sheet copper. 

This process was part of an endless chain, with some of the copper being 
melted over and over again. Flaws in the arrangement included an irreg- 
ular supply of sheet copper and constant wear on the fragile rollers, which 
tended to break down frequently. Half-cent coinage depended upon Mint- 
rolled copper, since the imported metal was of cent thickness only. 

In December 1794 the last delivery of coined cents for the year was 
made, and Mint workmen abandoned production of copper coinage for 
the next several months. The rationale was that the heavy production 
of silver coinage in early 1795 did not allow for the manufacture of 
copper coins. 

Toward the latter part of 1795, two small mintages of copper coinage 
were produced from scrap copper that was melted and rolled out for cent 
and half-cent blanks. The second of these mintages came under the aus-

pices of Mint Director Elias Boudinot, who assumed the office in late 
October 1795. An energetic and intelligent officer, he was determined 
to solve the Mint’s copper supply problems. The solution was to be long 
in coming. 

In the early part of 1796, Boudinot wrote to Matthew Boulton, the 
well-known English private coiner and manufacturer, in an effort to find a 
steady supply of well-made sheet copper. Boulton, whose factory was in 
Soho, near Birmingham, replied that he was unable to send any copper for 
the time being because of other commitments, but 
he did suggest that the Philadelphia Mint order pre- 
manufactured planchets rather than sheet copper. 

Meanwhile, the Mint resumed coinage of cents 
and half cents at the end of 1795 and continued 
at a strong pace well into the new year. By 
Spring 1796, the rollers were in such poor condi- 
tion that Boudinot was forced to restrict their use 
to gold and silver ingots. The clippings that re- 
mained after the planchets were punched were sold 
to local coppersmiths. 

Still searching for a dependable copper supplier, 
Boudinot turned to William Coltman of the Gov- 
ernor & Company of Copper Miners, an English 
firm. Coltman agreed to send sheet copper and a 
small portion of the order, which would be deliv- 
ered as ready-made cent planchets. The shipment 
was to arrive in Philadelphia in October 1796. 

The Mint director was not at all pleased with his 
order. The Coltman sheet copper was very poorly 
manufactured and had to be rerolled before it could 
be used, while the planchets were of inferior quality and required cleaning 
before they were struck. Nevertheless, it was the only copper on hand, 
and it was used for coinage in late 1796 and early 1797. Most of the 
scrap copper again was sold, though some was used as alloy for pre- 
cious-metals coinage. 

In early 1797, Boudinot again tried to make an arrangement with 
Matthew Boulton and this time partially succeeded. The negotiations 
were aided by Samuel Bayard, a relative of Boudinot and the American 
claims commissioner in England. Bayard pressed Boulton for a shipment 
of cent planchets but obtained a promise for only 4 tons, less than 400,000 
blanks. Because of Boulton’s small pledge, Bayard also contracted with

pieces delivered on August 14, 1802. 
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As HE WAITED for delivery, Director Boudinot grew in- 
creasingly impatient. His workmen were idle, and there 
was no copper coinage to distribute. 


Governor & Company for an additional 4 tons of planchets. Although the 
latter cost £1 1 more per ton than those obtained from Boulton, there was 
an urgent need for blanks, regardless of the source. 

Delivery of both English shipments was made in late 1797, and the 
director compared the quality of the planchets. 

Those of Governor & Company were just as poor 
as before, while Boulton’s planchets were ideal 
for the coining press. Boudinot wrote Coltman 
a stinging letter about the imperfections of his 
planchets, and for the next 1 5 years, until the War 
of 1812, the Boulton firm supplied all the ready- 
made copper blanks for United States cent and half- 
cent coinage. 

From 1798 to 1800 there was a reasonably 
steady supply of copper cent planchets, as well 
as one delivery of half-cent blanks. In late Sep- 
tember 1800, however, the supply of cent blanks 
was exhausted. The coiner then turned to the 
Mint’s supply of half-cent planchets, but these were 
made into coin by the end of the year. By mid- 
December 1800, the Mint was out of copper 
planchets entirely. 

Boulton obtained his copper from Cornwall in 
southwest England. Usually, it was smelted near 
the mines and then shipped by canal to Birming- 
ham, but the winter of 1800-01 was severe and the 
canals froze, delaying regular barge traffic. As he 
waited for delivery. Director Boudinot grew increasingly impatient. His 
workmen were idle, and there was no copper coinage to distribute. 

On January 31, 1801, Boulton notified the Mint that he hoped to ship 
20 or 30 tons of copper planchets in the spring. By March 1801 he had 
prepared two separate shipments of planchets, each weighing 10 tons. The 
first was finished in late February, but the second was not ready for 
another month. As the shipments were completed, Boulton dispatched 
them to the Liverpool docks, but, as luck would have it, they both were 
loaded on the same vessel, the Swanwick, commanded by R. Kirkbride. In 
no haste to depart, the ship continued to load cargo for several weeks after 
the second Boulton shipment was brought aboard. 

Boudinot expected the shipments to arrive shonly, and on May 1 1 a bill 
of exchange for £4,000 was purchased in Philadelphia and sent to Rufus

I James Yard, acting as agent 
for the Mint, purchased the bill 
of exchange from Alexander 
Baring, payable to Sir Francis 
Baring of London. Yard then 
sold the bill to the government 
for $16,800, equivalent to ster- 
ling at 157>/2 (£1 = $4.20). Par 
was 166 y 3 (£1 = $4.4414), 
based on the fictional value of 
sterling at $2.66^3. The par 
value of £4,000 at 166^3 was 
$ 17,777.77, giving a paper 
profit to the Mint of $977.77. 


King, American minister in London, for transmission to Soho.^ King was 
asked to delay transfer of the bill until he was certain that Boulton actually 
had shipped the copper blanks. 

Captain Kirkbride docked in Philadelphia on July 11, and Director 
Boudinot was promptly notified that his shipment awaited him on the 
Swanwick. The 1.9 million cent blanks were un- 
loaded from the ship as soon as possible, though 
such shipments usu^ly were used as ballast and 
could not be removed until other cargo blocking ac- 
cess was unloaded. Laborers were hired to haul the 
430-pound kegs, each containing about 17,500 
blanks, from the wharf to the Mint for the sum of 
9 cents per keg. 

The exact date of hauling is not known, but all 
109 kegs and one box were safely inside the Mint 
by July 24, less than two weeks after docking. The 
first coins struck on these planchets left the Mint on 
August 17, 1801, though coinage certainly began 
well before that date, perhaps as early as August 10. 
The reason for the delay in commencing coinage is 
not known. 

It is interesting to note that the July 1801 ship- 
ment was not officially transferred to the coiner un- 
til September 18, although a large number of cents 
-more than 200,000— already had left the Mint 
by this time. Possibly, September 18 was the date upon which the last of 
the kegs was weighed. 

Once coinage did begin, it proceeded at a very fast pace throughout the 
rest of 1 801 and well into 1 802. The new coinage was distributed quickly 
to waiting banks and merchants. Under normal conditions, using a single 
cent press as always. Mint workmen could produce 1 3,000 cents per day. 

When the last cents struck from the planchets in the July 1801 shipment 
were delivered on February 16, 1802, Benjamin Rush, treasurer of the 
Mint, realized that Boulton’s shipment contained a considerable number 
of blanks above that called for by weight. There should have been about 
1,872,950 planchets, but the coiner delivered 1,910,437 cents, not count- 
ing about 8,250 misstruck pieces. Thus, there were more than 47,000 
excess planchets. 

The excess was credited in the Mint books as an overplusage ; a defi-

cient number of planchets would have been marked as an “underplusage.” 
Overplusages were rather rare, but underplusages were not, and, to avoid 
being shorted on planchets, the Mint had urged Boulton to be aware of 
the average weights of ready-made blanks. The Mint realized a profit from 
the overplusage. 

Economy-minded officials, not wishing to waste the misstruck cents that 
had accumulated, gave them to the coiner in August 1802. The misstrikes 
were melted and rolled to the proper thickness, and half-cent blanks were 
punched. The resulting planchets were fed into the coining press, and 
8,200 half cents were delivered to the treasurer for public distribution, 
marking the end of Boulton’s July 1801 shipment. 

Records kept by the Mint enable us to determine that, because of the 
overplusage, the average weight of the cent planchets had to be under 
the legal 168-grain standard. Calculations show an average of 164 grains, 
while the misstruck pieces averaged about 161 grains. It may be that 
the lightweight pieces tended to jam the coining press and consequently 
were misstruck. 

In late 1801 the Mint received another shipment of planchets from 
Matthew Boulton, which was laid aside until the exhaustion of the July 
1801 delivery. On February 20, 1802, the coiner signed a receipt for 
2.3 million cent planchets (56,041 pounds). All were coined by Octo- 
ber 4, 1802. Elias Boudinot had achieved his goal. •

The obverse of these tetradrachms shows the head of the goddess Athena, the patron deity of Athens, wearing a crested helmet decorated 
with three olive leaves and a floral scroll. She was one of the three most important figures in Greek religion, along with Zeus and Apollo. 
As well as being the goddess of war. she was the personification of good counsel and wisdom, and the patroness of the arts and all handicratts 
One of Athena’s sacred animals, the owl. is depicted on the reverse of this famous coin. Associated with the goddess of wisdom, the owl 
gained the reputation for being a wise bird. An olive twig is behind the owl and the Greek letters for ATHENS are in ront. e very 
first “owls.” as these tetradrachms are called, were struck about 510 BC. Athens had no interest in changing this popular design because 
it became the most widely accepted trade coin of the 5th century BC. It was recognized by ancient merchants all over the Mediterranean 
much like the worldwide acceptance of the U.S. greenback now. Many of these great coins were struck during this booming economic period 
and used by the government to finance the building of the fabulous Parthenon and. later, the Peloponnesian War against Sparta.

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The Demise of 
a Mormon Bank 

The Kirtland Safety Society Anti-Banking Company, 
founded in Ohio in 1837 by Joseph Smith Jr., issued 
eight denominations of Mormon currency before its 
precipitous fall eleven months later. 


T he Kirtland Safety Society Anti-Banking Company 
of Kirtland, Ohio, presents one of the briefest yet most in- 
teresting histories of all the banking institutions that failed 
to weather America’s great financial storms. Founded in 
January 1837, it collapsed during the panic in the fall of 
the same year and, for obvious reasons, was never reopened. 

Within the short period of its active life, however, the bank issued a 
large number of notes of various denominations, which differed from the 
usual type of obsolete bank notes in that the signature of Joseph Smith Jr., 
founder of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and prophet of 
the Mormon religion, appeared on the face of many. Consequently, the 
story of the Kirtland Bank begins not with the founding of an institution 
but rather with the birth of an individual. 

Joseph Smith was born in Sharon, Vermont, on December 23, 1805. 
At the age of 10 he moved with his family to Palmyra, New York, and 
four years later to Manchester, Pennsylvania. Here, in 1 820, the principles 
of Mormonism were revealed to the young boy, and in 1827, after pro- 
ducing The Book of Mormon, Smith began his active ministry among the 
people of his acquaintance. 

Although many were converted to his beliefs, antagonism toward the 
new faith grew to violence, and in 1831 Smith and his followers withdrew 
to the more charitable territory of Kirtland, Ohio, situated on the banks 
of the Chagrin River, about 20 miles east of Cleveland. Kirtland soon 
became the center of a large population of Mormons, and before long the 
town boasted some 4,000 citizens. 

Early converts to Mormonism were not a particularly wealthy class of 
individuals, and their requirements of this world’s goods in many instances 
were far in excess of their immediate ability to pay. In an effort to provide

to the creditors of the people of Kirtland. 

In November 1836, the leaders of the Church at Kirtland applied to the 
state legislature for permission to organize a bank to be known as “The 
Kirtland Safety Society Bank.” So certain were they that the charter 
would be granted that they sent Oliver Cowdery, who produced Kirtland’ s 
denominational newspaper, The Evening and Morning Star, to Philadel-

phia to procure the plates for the bank’s currency. But for one reason or 
another, the legislature refused to charter the institution, and plans for the 
bank’s immediate opening were temporarily suspended. Cowdery was well 
on his way to Philadelphia and could not be advised of the contrary deci- 
sion; thus, in due course, he returned to Kirtland with the finished plates. 

Nothing further was done about the bank until January 1837, when a 
new set of articles was approved, changing the name of the proposed or- 
ganization to “The Kirtland Safety Society Anti-Banking Company” and 
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. . . IT WAS TO be a joint stock-holding corporation, and 
every shareowner was to be held individually and propor- 
tionately responsible for the redemption of all notes . . . 


eliminating the need for a state charter. In accordance with the articles of 
agreement, it was to be a joint stock-holding corporation, and every share- 
owner was to be held individually and proportionately responsible for the 
redemption of all notes issued by the bank. Sidney Rigdon, Smith’s asso- 
ciate in Church affairs, was chosen secretary of the organization, and 
Smith was named treasurer. 

The new institution began banking operations late in January 1837 and 
immediately circulated notes in denominations of $1, $2, $3, $5, $10,

$20, $50 and $ 1 00 to pay off the loans and other debts incurred by con- 
struction of a Mormon temple in Kirtland. However, the plates used for 
the printing of these notes were those brought by Cowdery from Phila- 
delphia after the original plans for organizing the bank had fallen through. 
At least a portion of the bills were altered at the printing establishment 
in Kirtland by adding to the word “BANK” the prefix “ANTI-” and the 
suffix “ING CO.” in small letters.

by the establishment of the bank were not so easily solved, and the institu- 
tion very soon found itself facing ever-increasing difficulties. Smith and 
Rigdon, as sponsors and officers of the bank, were the subjects of innumer- 
able lawsuits, in which the plaintiffs charged the management with every- 
thing from simple fraud to the willful breaking of state banking laws. It 
was not long before notes issued by the Kirtland Safety Society Anti- 
Banking Company were refused outside Kirtland. 

In the meantime, the general economic condition of the country as a 
whole was rapidly approaching a state of crisis, and banks failed every- 
where. The Kirtland Bank was drawn into the current, and in August 
1837 it suspended business, unable or at least unwilling to redeem the 
tremendous number of notes presented for payment by a hysterical public. 
The bank never officially redeemed a single worthless bill, but individual 
members of the Kirtland Safety Society later attempted to make good their 
responsibility to the public by offering to exchange the notes at face value 
(as rapidly as their limited resources would permit). In this way, many of 
the Kirtland notes were returned and destroyed, leaving very few speci- 
mens for collectors. 

Although Smith was not connected with the bank when it finally failed 
(he had resigned his post as treasurer in July 1837 when it became obvious 
that the institution could not carry on under the existing circumstances), 
he nevertheless was blamed for the whole affair. Public sentiment against 
him grew to such heights in the ensuing months that in January 1838 he 
and Rigdon found it necessary to flee Kirtland in the middle of the night 
to escape violence at the hands of their accusers. 

Commenting on the failure of the Kinland Safety Society Anti-Banking 
Company, an editorial note in the May 1914 issue of The Numismatist 
stated that during the gold rush period in the West, Mormons in Utah, 
finding themselves in need of circulating money, restored the worthless 
Kirtland bills to their full face value in Salt Lake City, where they were 
freely circulated for some time. •

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If extended living in outer space becomes a reality, 
will a new form of money be needed? Perhaps themes 
featured on space medals and tokens will inspire the 
coinage designs of the future. 


T he firs I ho r- air ballon flight in France more than 200 
years ago, man’s first orbit of Earth, the launching of to- 
day’s space shuttles and space stations— each technological 
advance has been commemorated with collectibles of all 
types. For some time now I have had an interest in medals, 
coins and exonumia related to man’s exploration of space. It is no surprise, 
then, that as we send more and more men and equipment into space, and 
as we look forward to a time when people conceivably will live and work 
in space, I envision some numismatically interesting situations. 

Because people living in space are apt to act much as they would on Earth, 
adequate laws will be needed to serve as a basis for settling disputes. Some 
of the legal problems raised by space exploration are discussed in the article 
“Law’s Longest Arm,’’ published in the December 28, 1987-January 4, 1988, 
issue of Insight magazine. Legal questions already have been addressed to 
some extent. Four United Nations treaties have been signed by the United 
States and the Soviet Union, providing, among other things, for protection 
of space from claims of sovereignty by any one nation. 

According to the Insight article, entrepreneurs also have been giving a 
lot of thought to space life of the future, proposing ideas for offices and 
factories in space. A Texas savings and loan institution has even attempted 
to secure a place for a branch office on the moon. This brings to mind 
the question of money. 

As no one nation can claim sovereignty over space, will Americans assigned 
to space stations be able use circulating United States currency, or will a 
new type of money be needed? Would this medium of exchange be an in- 
ternational coin like the early pattern U.S. 1874 eagle proposed by Dana 
Bickford for use by several countries in foreign trade? Would they use the 
ubiquitous plastic credit card?

If it is determined that new coinage is needed, what metal should it be 
composed of? Who should be immortalized on the new issues? The list of 
scientists and astronauts associated with space flight is a long and impressive 
one. What denominations would be required? Could coins be manufac- 
tured in outer space, or would earthbound mints produce them? 

Many space enthusiasts believe that in the not-too-distant future the average 
person will be able to purchase a ride on a space shuttle or other spacecraft. 
I wonder, will a space tourist have to put one lunar dollar (or ten) into 
the planet viewer to get a close-up look at the Earth? (I may be rushing 
things a little, but our enterprising businessmen on Earth surely will not 
let this moneymaker slip past, will they?) 

If all this speculation seems premature, the story of James Thomas Mangan 
may change your mind.

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A Numismatic 
Primer- Part 5 

Over the years, minting techniques have been improved 
by implementation of technological advances.

P REVIOUS INSTALLMENTS OF this introduction to numis- 
matics discussed the concept of mintage from its earliest 
beginnings in Lydia to the dawn of the modern era, and 
described the progression of coinage from the ancient world 
to the 16th century. This segment examines the means by 
which gold and silver bullion was made into coins. It was noted earlier that 
for bullion to be considered a coin, and therefore money, three actions are 
required: authorization for striking of coins; establishment of standards for 
weight, fineness and denomination; and indication by designs or markings 
of the issue’s legality. 

Over the years, various methods have been used to place designs or 
markings on coins. Casting molten metal in a mold bearing the coin design 
found favor, for instance, among the early Romans, with their Aes 
grave,” or “heavy bronze,” coinage. Striking a blank piece of metal with 
a die in which a design was punched or engraved was preferred in West- 
ern European nations and in Islamic countries of North Africa and the 
Near East. 

Ancient Hammered Coins 

Coinage fashioned by the striking force of a mallet on a die is known 
as “hammered.” The production of hammered coinage lasted for more 
than 2,300 years, from its inception in Lydia about 650 B.C. to its final 
use in England in the mid- 1 7th century. The earliest dies used for the strik- 
ing of coins were made of bronze and later of iron, which was annealed, 
or softened. The device or design was cut into the face of the die. At first, 
only one die was used in striking coins. The reverse was struck with a 
hand-held punch, to which later was added a design. 

One concern of early minters was the short-lived hammer (reverse) dies, 
which wore out or broke long before the anvil (obverse) dies. This prob- 
lem was solved by producing a new reverse die to be combined with the 
old obverse die. This, in effect, created a “mule,” a coin that varied from 
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Manpower was not sufficient to fully transfer the de- 
signs to the die blank.

those previously struck. This not only caused confusion about the coins’ 
authenticity, but also made it difficult to apprehend counterfeiters, in spite 
of the fact that counterfeiting was a capital offense. To complicate the prob- 
lem, no two dies were the same, because each one was individually hand-cut. 

Hub or Cameo Dies 

Authorities eventually had to face up to the deficiencies of muled 
coinage. Around the late-5th or early-4th century B.C., the Athenians 
may have conceived the idea of making working dies by “hubbing,” a 
method that today is used by all coin-producing nations. 

In hubbing, the face of an annealed piece of iron (later steel) is hand-cut 
with the designs or devices that are to appear on the finished coin, then 
the die is hardened. This hardened die or master punch, properly called 
a “hub,” is used to make working dies from which coins will be struck. 
Keep in mind that on these early hubs the designs were cut in relief, that 
is, the design was above the field, thus the designs of the working die 
would be intaglio, or below the field. Conversely, the designs of coins 
struck from the working die appear in relief 

Unfortunately, the concept of hubbing was one that could not be fully 
utilized until much later. Initial efforts had several drawbacks, not the least 
of which was the limited striking force available, that is, that which could 
be delivered by a man wielding a heavy hammer. Manpower was not suffi- 
cient to fully transfer the designs to the die blank. As a result, considerable 
hand work was needed to make the die usable for coining. 

While hand-finishing allowed a certain amount of deviation or variation 
in the finished die, it preserved the master die (hub) for further production 
of working dies. This resulted in a more uniform standard than when the 
entire design was hand-engraved on each die. Nevertheless, the develop- 
ment of hubbing was a major contribution to the art of minting. 

Hinged Dies 

At first obverse and reverse dies were composed of two completely 
separate pieces. Usually the obverse die was positioned securely on an anvil 
and the heated coin blank placed on it. The hand-held reverse die was 
placed on the coin blank and struck with a hammer, producing designs on 
both sides of the blank simultaneously. On examination of this procedure, 
two inherent problems are obvious. First, it was almost impossible to hold 
the upper die exactly parallel to the face of the reverse die; therefore, most 
ancient coins were not evenly struck. The second problem was that coiners

could not center the blank and the reverse die exactly over the obverse die. 
As a result, many coins were struck off-center. 

Ancient minters devised a partial solution by hinging the dies. First, 
to both the upper and lower die they attached arms of equal length. Each 
arm was pierced with a hole at the end opposite the die. The arms then 
were joined with a pin to form a simple hinge. In practice, the lower 
die was placed, face up, on the anvil, the hinge opened, and the heated 
blank placed therein. The hinge was closed, bringing the upper die in 
contact with the coin blank and, at the same time, 
in line with the lower die. The whole assembly being 
ready, the upper die was struck with a hammer to 
produce the coin. For the most part, Roman coins 
must have been produced by hinged dies, for these 
pieces exhibit improved uniformity in strik- 
ing characteristics. 

Screw Press Production 

About the beginning of the 16th century, most 
coinage still was hammered, but not for a lack of 
a better means of minting coins. In the Middle Ages, 
coin minters, called “moneyers,” belonged to the 
Moneyers Guild (the labor union of the time), which 
opposed the introduction of new machines on the 
grounds that they were too costly, were not safe, 
and, finally, would cause widespread unemployment 
among the moneyers. (These same arguments are all 
too familiar in modern-day America.) 

The particular machine in question was the screw 
press, an invention attributed to Donato Bramante 
(1444-1514), an Italian architect and painter. It consisted of a fixed, 
heavy iron base plate, to which an iron yoke was firmly attached. At the 
top of the yoke was a threaded hole through which a threaded rod, or 
“screw,” was inserted. Perpendicular to the screw was a large crossarm, 
which acted as a handle. When rotated in either direction, the crossarm 
raised or lowered the screw from the face of the plate. It is a matter of 
record that the great genius Leonardo da Vinci (1452-1519) improved 
on this machine. 

The reverse die was seated in the base plate, while the obverse die was 
attached to the bottom of the screw. A coin blank was placed on the re-

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verse die, and the screw, with attached obverse die, was lowered. The dies 
came together, exening great pressure on the blank, thus producing coins 
of detail and quality not possible with the hammered method. Records in 
the archives of London’s Royal Mint note that one team of five men (two 
on each lever arm, plus the coiner) could produce 30 coins per minute. 
This was a remarkable feat considering what the closing dies could do to 
any fingers caught in between. 

Two other improvements were made about the time that Bramante’s in- 
vention made its appearance. One was a machine that would stamp out 
perfectly round blanks, or, more proper, “planchets.” Until then, planch- 
ets were hand-cut with giant shears from sheets of metal that had been 
beaten to the proper thickness. The rough-cut planchets were rounded off 
by hand-filing and then weighed. Overweight pieces were filed again until 
the correct legal weight was obtained. The process was long and tedious, 
and often failed to produce blanks within legal tolerances. 

Da Vinci also experimented with the planchet-stamping machine, as did 
Italian engraver and sculptor Benvenuto Cellini. However, a German 
mechanic from Augsburg is credited with perfecting a machine that could 
accurately produce planchets at an acceptable rate. 

Shortly afterward, again in Germany, another important device was in- 
troduced. It rolled out sheets of metal to a more uniform thickness than 
hammering could impart. These two machines, along with the screw press, 
were to revolutionize the minting process as nothing before. In improved 
forms, they would be used until the advent of the steam press.

Steam Press Production 

In 1 769 James Watt (1736-1819) designed and built the first workable, 
reciprocating-piston steam engine, the machine that heralded the birth of 
the Industrial Revolution and transformed Western Europe and America 
from agrarian societies to the industrialized nations they are today. Watt 
and his partner, Matthew Boulton (1728-1809), operated an ironworks 
that stamped out small metal items, such as buckles and buttons. In 1770 
these two built in the Soho section of London what became a very suc- 
cessful coin manufacturing plant using their steam-powered presses. By 
1797 this plant was producing copper coinage for Great Britain. 

It is interesting to note that the first use of the steam-driven press in the 
United States did not occur until 1836. Steam-driven presses themselves 
were, in time, supplemented by hydraulic presses, and finally by the elec- 
trically powered presses used today for most world coinage. 


Modern G)inage Methods 

By the MID-1 8 3 0S an improvement in the hubbing process made its 
appearance. At the time, a screw press was used to make working dies 
from a hand-engraved hub. The adoption of the steam press, with its

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capacity to generate great force, made possible production of working dies 
of excellent quality. A master hub could now be used again and again to 
make working dies that would always be identical. 

Modern die production begins with an artist’s conception of the pro- 
posed coin design, drawn to a large scale to show every detail. After it is 
approved, the drawing is sent to a sculptor, who prepares a clay or wax 
model several times the size of the proposed coin, usually about 12 inches 
in diameter. A plaster of Paris cast is made of the model. When hardened, 
the plaster cast is touched up or corrected as required. 

A final casting is prepared and hardened, then dipped in molten bees- 
wax. Finely powdered copper is brushed evenly over the beeswax. The 
copper-dusted cast is electroplated with alternate layers of copper and 
nickel to a thickness of at least Vi6 inch. The copper-nickel coating is 
removed from the cast and backed with lead to make it rigid. At this point 
it can be used as a mold, technically called a “galvano. 

The design is reduced to the coin’s actual size on a “Contamin, por- 
trait” or “transfer” lathe. Such reducing machines operate on the principle 
of the pantograph, having a cutting point on the face of the metal blank 
and a tracing point on the face of the galvano. In 1907 a brilliant French- 
man, Victor Janvier, converted the transfer lathe into a complex ma- 
chine capable of three-dimensional operation. Today, the Janvier re- 
ducing machine is the standard die-producing machine for medallic art as 
well as coinage. 

One component of this reducing machine is a crossbar, at one end of 
which is a cutting tool, and at the other a point capable of three- 
dimensional tracing. The cutting tool is positioned on the face of a piece 
of high-grade annealed steel slightly larger in diameter than that of the 
finished die. The tracing point, working over the surface of the galvano, 
directs the cutting tool to reproduce the design in the steel that will 
become the master hub. 

Once the master hub is cut by the reducing machine, a skilled engraver 
makes any necessary refinements. The periphery of the hub then is turned 
down to the exact size of the coin-to-be and very carefully hardened. All 
of the devices and designs are in relief, just as they would be on the fin- 
ished coin. The master hub is used to strike several hundred master dies, 
each an exact duplicate. The master hub is then preserved for future use. 
Several hundred working hubs can be produced from each master die; each 
working hub, in turn, is used to make as many as 250 working dies. Fi- 
nally, coins are struck from the working dies.

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Examining the Peace Dollar Series 


T he new Peace dollar found 
some favor among numisma- 
tists and art critics. The general 
press and the public, however, were 
more vocal in their criticism. Conven- 
tional tastes still held the Morgan dol- 
lar to be the ultimate in coinage art. 
This debate is a never-ending one, with 
collectors still generally favoring the 
older coin. 

Despite the controversy surrounding 
the design of the new dollar, the Mint 
faced a much more disturbing problem. 
As I mentioned in last month’s col- 
umn, the first Peace dollars were in the 
hands of collectors and critics just 
months after the design competition 
had begun. Because of the haste with 
which the coins were put into produc- 


tion, the technical aspects of the models 
were overlooked. In application, two 
blows from the press were required to 



fill in the high points of the design. 
This was considered unacceptable for 
production coins, and a compromise 
was found in decreasing the set dis- 


tance between obverse and reverse 
dies. Although this had the effea of in- 
creasing the peak striking pressure, it 
was a die-killing policy and could not 
be continued. 

The Peace dollars of 1921 are, in 
most instances, weakly struck. Sharply 
struck pieces are scarce and are 
worthy of a premium. Although a few 
proofs dated 1922 are known with the 
high relief of 1921, production coins 
are all of the lower relief used through 
the remainder of the series. This 
change in relief was achieved through 
the application of the Janvier reducing 
machine, a device that could cut a 
master hub in any diameter and in any 
relief by tracing an electroplated copy 
of the artist’s model.

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Unfortunately, in lowering the de- 
sign’s overall relief, no compensation 
was made for those design elements 
that were already in low relief— the 
rays of the rising sun, the legends and 
mottoes— all were as shallow as 
sculpted. On the dollars of 1922-28, 
these features tend to blend into the 
fields and wear quickly in circulation, 
leaving the coins looking somewhat 
bland and contributing to criticism 
of this series. The coins of 1934-35 
were produced from new hubs on 
which the low-relief features were 
slightly sharpened. 

In addition to the problems noted 
above, certain dates are particularly 
known for their weak strike. Prom- 
inent among these are the S-Mint 
coins, especially 1922-S, 1925-S and 
1928-S. They are characterized by 
such features as indistinct rims, weak 


or fade-away lettering, and broad, 
flat areas in Liberty’s hair and the 
eagle’s right wing. I have even seen 
1922-S dollars with edges so deeply 
beveled that edge and field merge 
into a single, continuous surface, hav- 
ing no rim. 

Numerous minor varieties exist 
in the Peace dollar series. Most of these 
are beyond the scope of this study 
but are well documented in a very 
interesting book titled The Compre- 
hensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of 
U S. Morgan and Peace Silver Dol- 
lars. This work by Leroy Van Allen 
and A. George Mallis is currently 
out of print but may be borrowed 
from the ANA Library (GB20.V3 5 
1976) or acquired from numismatic 
book dealers. 

I consider a few Peace dollar varieties 
to be very collectible and, in one 


instance, controversial. All authorities 
agree that two different mintmark 
punches were used to prepare the 
reverse dies for the 1934-D dollars 
the small mintmark, used on all 
previous issues, and a larger punch 
which was employed only for this 
date. While I have found the “small 
D’’ to be slightly scarcer than the 
“large D,’’ Van Allen and A/lallis con- 
clude the opposite. Walter Breen’s 
new Complete Encyclopedia ofU.S. and 
Colonial Coins asserts that they are 
equally common. 

In any event, both varieties are read- 
ily available in collectible grades and 
make nice additions to a set of Peace 
dollars. The only drawback is that 
commercially produced albums for 
this series do not provide places for 
these varieties.

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separately in popular coin guides. 

Another variety pair about which 
the experts do not agree are the 1 928-S 
“small S’’ and “large S.’’ Van Allen 
and Mallis do not include a “large S ” 
variety, implying that only the normal 
“small S” exists for this date. Breen lists 
both varieties, calling the “large S’’ 
“presently very rare.’’ The Red Book 
mentions the two varieties, but on 
whose authority they are included is 
not known. 

In my own experience, I have not 
seen a 1 928-S dollar with the larger 
mintmark. However, such a variety 
is (juite possible, as small and large 
“S’’ punches were used in 1928 for 
cents, dimes, quarters and halves. I 
would like to hear from anyone 
possessing a “large S’’ 1 928-S dol- 
lar. I can be contacted at P.O. Box 
3497, San Francisco, CA 94119. For

While Van Allen and Mallis 
give similar rarity ratings for both 
varieties of 193 5-S, Breen makes no 
comment as to rarity. This would 
seem to imply that both sources are 
in agreement. Thus, we have another 
collectible variety. 

In assembling a set of Peace dol- 
lars, I believe a different tack is in 
order. In past columns, our collecting 
goal was always to assemble a set of 
coins grading Fine. However, since 
Peace dollars are so abundant in 
About Uncirculated condition, and 
since most dates are not expensive in 
this grade, a set of AU Peace dollars

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seems a reasonable project. Such a set 
contains 24 date/mint combinations. 

According to my 1989 Red Book, 
the only Peace dollars valued at more 
than two figures in AU are the 1928 
and the 1934-S. Since 1928 is a date 
rarity rather than a condition rarity, 
little money is to be saved by down- 
grading, so we will stick with the AU 
grade for this issue. 

The 1934-S, however, is a differ- 
ent matter. It is scarce only in grades 
AU and higher. By reducing our tar- 
get grade for this date to Extremely 
Fine, we save some $ 3 10 off the AU 
price of $450. While I normally ad- 
vocate collecting a matched set of 
coins, an EF Peace dollar is by defini- 
tion still a lustrous coin. This seems a 
painless concession. 

What, then, will our set cost? The 
collection described above, not includ- 


ing any varieties, totals $1,049. This 
averages about $44 per coin, a rea- 
sonable expenditure for most col- 
lectors. For the most part, locating 
these coins presents no problems. 
Nearly all dates are readily avail- 
able at coin shops and shows or 
through the mail. 

Choosing attractive pieces may be 
a little more challenging because 
so many AU Peace dollars are weakly 
struck and have been dipped repeat- 
edly. Bearing in mind that dates such 
as 1925-S are exceedingly rare with 
full details, the problem coins de- 
scribed above should be avoided. Not 
only will they fail to satisfy you as you 
become a more discriminating col- 
lector, but they also are held in very 
low esteem by dealers and are diffi- 
cult to sell. 

Now, for this month’s hot tip: the 


date to look for in choice, original AU 
condition is the 192 3-D! I know some 
will scoff at this statement, as it con- 
tradicts both the price guides and 
conventional wisdom. Nearly 7 million 
pieces were coined, but I cannot re- 
call how many times I have looked 
for this date only to find none in 
dealers’ display cases. When a dealer 
does have a few examples, they usu- 
ally represent a small sampling of 
badly cleaned VFs and perhaps one or 
two low-end uncirculated coins. If 
you do not believe me, look through 
the big display ads in commercial 
coin publications. 

Although it pays to read a number 
of books about coins before spending 
much money, there are still some 
things that can be learned only in 
the trenches. The above item is just 
such a case.

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Understanding the New “Kiddie Tax” 


O NE OF THE all-time favorite 
tax-saving strategies in past 
years has been to shift invest- 
ment income, such as gains from nu- 
mismatic investments, to your chil- 
dren. This type of income, technically 
known as “unearned income,’’ would 
then be taxed to the child rather than 
to you. Regardless of the child’s age, 
the tax was almost always computed 
at much lower rates. 

Unfortunately, if your child is under 
the age of 14, the ubiquitous Tax Re- 
form Act of 1986 has destroyed this 
popular tax shelter. A provision in the 
law, popularly referred to as the “kid- 
die tax, subjects the investment in- 
come of such children to a substantially 
increased tax bite and yet another new 
form (Form 86 1 5) to complete and at- 
tach to the federal tax return. 

If the net unearned income of a child 
under age 14 exceeds $1,000, it will 
generally be taxed at his or her parents’ 
tax rate, but only if the parents’ rate 
is higher than the child’s. To determine 
a child’s net unearned income, invest- 
ment income, such as dividends, in- 
terest, capital gains, rents and royalties, 
is first reduced by $500. (In those un- 
usual situations where a young child 
itemizes deductions, however, the 
computation will vary.) The next $500 
of investment income is taxed at the 
child s rates, which begin at 15 per- 
cent for the 1988 tax year. Any invest- 
ment income in excess of these two 
$500 deductions is considered net un- 
earned income and is taxable at the 
parents’ rate. 

Suppose, for example, that Debbie 
Dorkman, the 10-year-old daughter of 
Elijah Dorkman, has $7,700 of capital 
gains from the sale of numismatic in- 
vestments. Assuming that Elijah is in 


the 28-percent tax bracket, Debbie’s 
1988 tax liability will be computed 
as follows: 


LUBELL 
S TAXES

Unearned Income $7,700 

from capital gains 
Less Standard Deduction - 500 
Taxable Income $7,200 

Since Debbie is being claimed as a de- 
pendent on her father’s tax return, she 
will not be entitled to claim a $ 1 ,950 
personal exemption for herself. The 
first $500 of taxable income is taxed 
at Debbie’s 15-percent marginal tax 


bracket ($500 x .15 = $75). The re- 
maining $6,700, Debbie’s net un- 
earned income, will be taxed at her 
father’s 28-percent marginal tax brack- 
et ($6,700 x .28 = $1,876). Debbie’s 
total tax will equal $75 plus $1,876, 
or $1,951. 

In contrast, under the former tax 
law, Debbie’s $7,200 taxable income 
would have been taxed at her 1 5- 
percent rate, resulting in a 1988 tax 
liability of only $ 1 ,080. 

A child’s “earned income,’’ which 
includes salaries, wages or commis- 
sions, will be taxed at the child’s mar- 
ginal rate. Children who are 14 years 
of age or older are taxed at their own 
rates on both earned and unearned in- 
come. One way to minimize a young 
child’s investment income is to acquire 
long-term numismatic investments in 
their name and defer selling the items 
until they reach the age of 14. •

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Grading— 1892 Style 


I AM INDEBTED to Remy Bourne, 
well-known collector of numis- 
matic literature, for a copy of an 
obscure publication titled The Coin & 
Stamp, from January 1892. Published 
by Dr. J.B. Breeding, who gave his ad- 
dress as 2 3 1 East Houston Street, San 
Antonio, the periodical was, according 
to the cover, “devoted exclusively to 
numismatics and philately,’’ and, fur- 
ther, was the “official organ of the 
Alamo City Philatelic Society.’’ 

An interesting announcement ap- 
peared on page 6. 

In 1891, initial steps were taken 
toward the formation of what is now 
known as the American Numismatic 
Association. The Association now 
numbers many members, has a com- 
plete corps of offices and committees, 
a primary exchange department, and 
an official journal. 

Those most prominent in the move 
were Heath, Tatman, [jerrems]. 
Hooper, Harlow E. and other en- 
thusiastic numismatists, who now 
have the pleasure of recognizing in the 
result of their work a brilliant success. 

The initiation fee is fifty cents, and 
the yearly dues are one dollar. All 
numismatists and persons interested in 
that science are urged to join and lend 
their influence to make a brighter suc- 
cess of one of the most brilliant asso- 
ciations ever originated. 

No sooner had the ANA been 
founded than a proposal for you-know- 
what was made. A reprint of the next 
column on the same page of this early 
journal is given herewith: 

STANDARD DEFINITIONS. 

A standard definition of the condi- 
tion of coins would be of value to ex- 
changers and buyers, as there seems 
to be a great deal of misunderstanding 
along that line. 


Suppose the A.N.A. takes hold of 
this and compiles a standard table 
of definitions. 



We submit the following; 

Proof. Proof coins are coins struck 
especially for colleaors and the planch- 
et or blank is given a rouge polish 
before being struck by the dies. This 
gives a beautiful lustre to a coin which 
cannot be obtained by polishing after 
the coin is struck. 

Uncirculated, This means that the 
coin is in the same condition as it 
was the day it was struck, having 
lost none of its original lustre. Mint- 
age lustre must not be confused with 
polish, for any coin, no matter how 
old, can be polished. 

Fine. Fine condition means a coin 
which may have lost its original lustre, 
but is neither worn, scratched, cor- 
roded, or nicked. 

Good. This condition gives the 
widest field for misapprehension and 
should be divided into two separate 
definitions, as follows: Very Good. Is 
that condition of a coin when it 
has become worn evenly and all the 
figures are easily deciphered and 
are prominent. Good. Is where a 
coin has become worn unevenly, but 
all the figures show easily to the 
naked eye. 

Fair. Is where a coin has lost its date 
and can be identified only by charac- 
teristic marks of coinage still remain- 
ing on the coin. 

Mutilated. Pierced, scratched and 
nicked coins should be given spe- 
cial description. 

A coin worn perfectly smooth is 


wonh its weight in whatever metal it 
may be struck. 

In 1 892 the ANA ignored these sug- 
gestions from Texas, but the subject 
didn’t go away and surfaced in various 
articles from time to time. Shortly 
before 1910, the ANA set up a com- 
mittee to study grading standards. 
Among those on the committee was 
Virgil M. Brand, considered to be one 
of the most knowledgeable collectors 
of his era and certainly the one with 
the greatest hoarding instinct. (Upon 
his death nearly 20 years later, in 1926, 
his estate was found to contain approx- 
imately 350,000 coins!) Those grading 
efforts came to no result as well. Then, 
in the 1970s, Abe Kosoff spearheaded 
a movement within the ANA to set up 
grading standards. 

I think it wise to end my column at 
this point, simply by stating “The rest 
is history.’’ •

I I IS ONLY fitting that the auction 
of the estate of Glenn Smedley, 
along with that of Philip M. Mann, 
be the focal point of this month’s 
comments. Anyone who knew Glenn 
would have wanted the auaion of 
his estate to be successful and fond- 
ly remembered. 

I'he catalog by Bowers and Merena 
Galleries as well as the outcome (the 
auction realized $4 million) was as 
special as Glenn. Highlights were an 
MS-63 1893-S Morgan dollar bring- 
ing $38,500, an MS-65 1839-0 50 
cents that brought $ 3 7,400 and a 1 936 
proof set bringing a remarkable 
$20,900. This proves, once again, that 
even in a soft market neat coins bring 
equally neat prices!

and platinum at $485.00. Leading econ- 
omists have been expounding on five 
reasons for the downward turn of these 
metals: 1) declining oil prices; 2) lesser 
threat of inflation; 3) a perception that 
George Bush will win the presidency; 
4) a fleeing into cash; and 5) fear of a 


recession in 1989. 

Some food for thought for metals op- 
timists: Brazilian inflation this year is at 
600 percent and the Yugoslavian rate 
is now over 500 percent. 

U.S. Gold 

Although the metals market, and gold 
in particular, does not directly influence 
the prices of rare coins, it does not 
build dealers’ confidence to see their in- 
ventories of gold bullion coins and 
‘ low-end” gold decrease in value as 
much as 10 percent over the last few 
months. On a positive note, MS-65 
Saint-Gaudens double eagles have in- 
creased over the past month to the 
$3,200 wholesale level, up $200 since 
last month’s column.

Type coins remain the strength of the 
market, as what fresh money is available 
seems to be chasing quality fresh type 
when and if offered. Bellwether coins, 
like a nickel 3 cents in MS-65 reaching 
an $1,800 bid, led the way. 

U.S. Silver Dollars 

Morgan and Peace dollars in all grades 
are softer this month, especially numer- 
ous better dates. It seems some bidders 
who have chased rarely available dates 
have changed strategy lately. Mean- 
while, individuals who own better dates 
have paused in their attempt to acquire 
more of a position. Both of these events 
have and will continue to lead to lower 
bids on better-date Morgan and Peace 
dollars in grades of MS-64 and above. 
Such a breather often is viewed by 
market analysts as healthy. 


U.S. Commemoratives 

Here is another area that has softened, 
but, when quality pieces appeared in 
the Bowers and Merena auction, bid- 
ding did not indicate such. A Gettys- 
burg half dollar cataloged as MS-65 
brought $2,970, a 1937-D Oregon 
listed as MS-65 was hammered down 
at $4,530, and an MS-65 1939-PDS 
Oregon set brought $6,380 in this 
fine sale. 

Certified Coins 

News of note in the certified market is 
ANACS’ offer of a “slab” product op- 
tion, scheduled to appear on the market 
beginning in 1989. Such a product, 
graded more by what are often referred 
to as “market” rather than “technical” 
standards, bears watching. It is impor- 
tant to note that surveys of those using 
ANACS services overwhelming support 


such a product, while it seems the over- 
all membership, which does not use 
ANACS, does not. Regardless, with de- 
clining revenues from the services cur- 
rently offered by ANACS, those who 
disapprove of an encapsulated product 
need to suggest viable alternative in- 
come sources for the ANA. 

Foreign 

On September 19, GoldCorp Australia 
announced the availability of a legal- 
tender, .9995 fine platinum bullion coin 
series, the Australian Koala. A koala 
will be featured on the reverse and 
Queen Elizabeth II on the obverse. 
Four denominations will be offered— 
a '/lo-ounce $15, a ’A-ounce $25, a 
'/ 2 -ounce $50 and a 1-ounce $ 100. The 
coins will be available in uncirculated 
condition, but a proof version is ru- 
mored for the future. •

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Will an Ancient Coin Lend Authenticity 
to Colorado’s Petrified Indian? 


T om O’Neel never gained 
the notoriety bestowed on the 
Cardiff Giant and the Solid 
Muldoon. Perhaps he was too old 
when he became acquainted with 
Maurice M. Gould, once a member of 
the ana’s Board of Governors. The 
two “met” briefly during the summer 
of 1969, when Maury served as an 
instructor at the ANA’s first Sum- 
mer Seminar. 

On the agenda for Seminar students 
was a tour of the Garden of the Gods, 
a Colorado Springs park noted for its 
imposing rock formations. At the time, 
the long-deceased Tom O’Neel resided 
at Strausen back’s Indian Trading Post, 
located on park grounds, where, rest- 
ing in an open, box-like coffin, he was 
billed as the “Petrified Indian.” 

Maury Gould was always ready with 
a numismatic story or two, and, not 
surprising, his pockets often jingled 
with more than common coin. While 
viewing the remains of Tom O’Neel, 
he withdrew from his pocket an an- 
cient coin of dubious date and equal 
value and quietly slipped it among the 
arrowheads and pottery shards sur- 
rounding the shriveled body, somehow 
lending authority to the sign that read 
“Petrified Indian.” 

Although neither Indian nor petri- 
fied, O’Neel was unlike the frauds 
perpetrated by George Hull in an ear- 
lier era. His Cardiff Giant had been 
carved from quarried gypsum, and his 
Solid Muldoon was cast in Portland ce- 
ment and mixed with the bones of an 
old medical school skeleton. Tom 
O’Neel, a.k.a. the “Petrified Indian,” 
once was real flesh and soul. 

In the heyday of gold mines and 


prospectors there was a tawdry region 
that lay between the Colorado Springs 
city limits and the Town of Manitou 



—Colorado City. It had once been, al- 
beit very briefly, the territorial capital 
of Colorado. Too many saloons helped 
quench the thirst of workers in the 
area, and as many houses of ill repute 
served their entertainment needs, Tom 
O’Neel’s included. 

Gunfights were not an uncommon 
occurrence, and Tom had the misfor- 
tune of using his body to stop a bullet. 
His remains were turned over to the 
entrepreneurial Dr. Isaac Davis. The 
physician, who also filled in as the 
county coroner, pursued several diverse 
careers— mayor of Manitou, pharma- 
cist, shoe store operator, opera house 
builder, curator of the Colorado Free 
Museum, undertaker, cemetery owner 
and pioneer settler. 

Dr. Davis volunteered to hold 
O’Neel’s body until the next of 
kin could be notified. How hard he 
searched for Tom’s relatives is a mat- 


ter of conjecture, but he did hold the 
body as promised— for several years! 
In the interest of public health. Dr. 
Davis embalmed O’Neel before under- 
taking a series of experiments. 

O’Neel’s remains were treated to 
daily baths in a chemical formula con- 
cocted in the doctor’s drugstore. Be- 
tween long soaks in an old tin bathtub 
behind the doaor’s house, O’Neel was 
left to bask in Colorado’s invigorating 
mountain air. On sunny days, the good 
doctor would tote the hapless Tom 
from the tub to an iron cot, leaving 
him to dry in the warm sun. Years 
later, a number of prominent physi- 
cians examined Tom’s body and pro- 
nounced him “the nearest thing to a 
perfect mummy ever created in the 
United States.” 

After Dr. Davis passed away in the 
1890s, his son sought to dispose of 
Tom. It would have been an embar- 
rassment to obtain a burial permit 
decades after the man had expired, so 
it was arranged for Tom to join a trav- 
eling show and share billing with a 
two-headed calf However, before he 
could become part of the Kansas-based 
operation, it was necessary to create a 
past for him. 

Tom O’Neel, dressed in old buck- 
skins and adorned with a few stone 
beads, was placed in a shallow grave 
near the late doctor’s home. Within a 
few hours he was resurrected and pro- 
claimed a “petrified Indian.” Next, 
Tom was packed in a wooden shipping 
crate, labeled for shipment to Kansas, 
and carted to the Manitou railroad 
depot. His two “discoverers” waited 
for the train in a nearby saloon. They 
missed the train, but Tom O’Neel, 
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waiting patiently at the depot, did not. 

When it arrived at its destination, the 
unattended box was opened. Finding 
it contained a body, officials sought to 
arrest the suspeaed grave robbers, who 
conveniently arrived on the next train. 
However, the pair was able to con- 
vince the authorities that the body was 
the centuries-old remains of an uniden- 
tified Indian. Manitou officials corrob- 
orated the suspects’ story by advising 
that no graves had been disturbed in 
any local cemeteries. 

No rest was in store for Tom 
O’ Neel. The inadvertent publicity 
helped. Clothed in buckskins and 
beads, clutching a tomahawk, and ac- 
companied by a few “artifacts” found 
at his grave site, Tom went on tour. 
However, when the two-headed calf 
died, the show folded. Tom was then 
acquired by a sideshow concessionaire 


and for a number of years was one of 
the lesser attractions at the Portland 
(Oregon) Fair. 

Tom disappeared for a while before 
coming to light in Minneapolis, still 
a petrified Indian but now capped 
with a black wig. Then, a few years 
before the ANA’s 1 969 Summer Sem- 
inar, a new attraction was added to 
Strausenback’s Indian Trading Post. 
Tom had come full circle, but now he 
suffered an added indignity. No longer 
unidentified, he apparently had a 
sex change— the former brawling Col- 
orado City roustabout was now “Prin- 
cess Moonbeam”! 

It was said many years ago, early in 
his career as a petrified Indian, that 
“when civilized folk quit paying to 
view the macabre, perhaps Tom 
O’ Neel can find his rightful plot of 
earth.” That day has yet to come.

A LITTLE LUCK, love, money 
and skill are all you really 
need to be a good numisma- 
tist. Numismatics truly is an adventure. 
Why, you might ask? Because it re- 
quires the above elements.

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native country, Vietnam, which I 
bought for 10 cents each. I also went 
through the coin boxes and found 
some really inexpensive Vietnamese 
coins. Hence, the beginning of my in- 
terest in numismatics. 

At first, when I bought one or two 
coins, Jim would check the catalog, but 
as I began to buy more and more, he 
no longer bothered to check, and I got 
many great deals. Consequently, I 
managed to finance several collections 
on my limited budget. 

One day, when I went into the shop, 
Jim was waiting on an elderly cus- 
tomer. This gentleman wanted to buy 
a bank note, and with difficulty Jim 
was trying to locate it in a catalog. 
Anyway, neither Jim nor the customer 
knew the note’s denomination or what 
country it was from. To tell the truth. 


I wasn’t sure cither, but thanks to 
stamp collecting, I was able to spot the 
pound denomination and the inscrip- 
tion “The Japanese Government.’’ 

ThiS'Was a memorable moment in 
my numismatic adventure— Jim of- 
fered me a job attributing coins and 
paper currency and helping customers. 
The pay wasn’t great, but I got some- 
thing much more valuable— I learned 
a lot about coins and currency and 
how to deal honestly so as to make a 
profit but not hurt the customers. 

I worked for Jim for two years and 
learned grading, buying and selling. I 
also became familiar with jewelry, 
antiques and medals. After learning 
that stamps were not a particularly 
sound investment, I decided to col- 
lect stamps of my native country just 
for pleasure, concentrating instead on 


coins and paper money. 

When I was 1 6 years old and work- 
ing at the shop, I staned to invest in 
gold bullion coins. Believe it or not, 
my father let me use his money! At 
one time I bought 30 Canadian Maple 
Leafs and made $300 on my invest- 
ment. This was a lot of money to me, 
a kid working for almost nothing. 

I started to enjoy my freedom, buy- 
ing and selling and keeping the profit 
for myself Before my 17th birthday, 
I decided to retire from my job at the 
shop and to open up my own part-time 
mail-order business. In my first year I 
barely broke even. Now, in my second 
year, I can say that I’m starting to show 
a profit. I attend more shows and en- 
joy the pleasure of numismatics, both 
professionally and as a collector.

A lthough you can obtain 
just about anything in this 
land of opportunity, you might 
want to pass on some of the “deals” 
offered by promoters in recent months. 

File #190 

Not too long ago an advertisement an- 
nounced the availability of an armored 
carload of early Lincoln cents. These 
are being offered for sale through a 
national promotion by a firm whose 
name seems very familiar in the land 
of questionable opportunities. 

The golden investment presented in 
this latest scheme centers on specula- 
tion in bags of “Wheat” cents. The ad 
states that anyone who knows about 
coins will recognize the potential of 


such a purchase and that buyers must 
aa promptly to cash in on this extraor- 
dinary deal, because the offer will end

once the last bag is sold. 

The promoters, who indicated that 
they know all about rare coins, go on 
to state that you won’t find old cop- 
per pennies like these in your pocket 
today because copper is just too valu- 
able to be used in pennies any more. 
While supplies last, you can buy a par- 


tial bag of 2,000 cents for $ 129, or a 
full bag of 5,000 for $259, plus 
delivery charges. These are guaranteed 
to be genuine Wheat pennies, sealed 
in “mint-style bags, unsorted and just 
as received.” They also state that there 
is no telling what you might find in 
these bags, but all are Wheat pennies 
minted from 1910 to 1959. A single 
piece might be worth more than the 
price of the entire bag, or so the adver- 
tiser claims. 

I assume that “just as received” 
means “just as received by the pro- 
moters'' I have no idea what “mint- 
style” bags are, but I’ll bet they are not 
genuine mint bags. The use of the 
word “pennies” is from the ad’s text 
and not a lapse of memory on my part.

This price is up by $ 5 over a year ago, 
so at that rate the coins will be worth 
more than face value in another five 
years. And, if this isn’t enough, if you 
order promptly you will receive as 
a bonus a free collector’s “Green 
Page,’’ showing latest market values, 
and a “Wheat Collector’s album,’’ 
with spaces for each year and mint.

This newspaper ad claims that to gain 
new friends the promoters are offering 
“beautifully circulated,’’ solid silver 


Walking Liberty half dollars at the 
unheard-of low price of only $9.95 
each. You must add $1.50 each for 
shipping, and supplies are limited, so 
you will have to order fast because 
orders' will be filled on a first-come, 
first-served basis. Despite the limited 
supply of these gems, they do offer a 
discount for quantity orders. 

The headline states that you can get 
a free coin, a $ 12.75 value. If you read 
the text thoroughly, you will find that 
in order to get a “free’’ half dollar, you 
must purchase six at $59.70 plus $6 
for shipping. You will, however, also 
get a free 3 2-page catalog, price list and 
rare coin investment report. 

According to the ad, leading experts 
and astute collectors consider these half 
dollars to be the finest examples of the 
engraver’s art, and so valuable that they 
have been melted down by the mil- 


lions. (A different ad recently called 
the Morgan dollar the finest exam- 
ple of the engraver’s art. Personally, 
I am quite fond of Weinman’s work.) 
Why would people melt them by 
the millions if they are such popu- 
lar works of art.^ The answer is, of 
course, that these are still plentiful 
enough in worn condition to be 
worth only about their bullion value 
(each coin contains slightly over !/j 
ounce of silver). 

Ask your local coin dealer about 
prices before jumping at this offer. 
High-grade “Walkers’’ are attractive 
and will likely continue to appreciate 
in value as popular type coins. The 
key to success here is to be sure that 
you get at least Extremely Fine pieces 
and buy them at reasonable prices. You 
can probably live without the free 
price list. •

George Flannagan passed away on 
May 23, 1988, in Los Angeles at the 
age of 80. 

Flannagan retired as a lieutenant colo- 
nel after a career in the Army Air Corps 
and United States Air Force from 
1 9 3 9-6 8 . A charter member of Califor- 
nia s Fairfield Coin Club, he drafted the 
club’s constitution in 1973, served as 
treasurer from 1974-78 and in 1980, 
and was chairman of the auction com- 
mittee in 1979. In October 1980 Flan- 
nagan was awarded the FCC’s first 
honorary life membership and in 
December 1986 its Rich Neily Memo- 
rial Award. He was an ANA club 
representative for the FCC and con- 
tinued to serve the club actively until 
August 1986, when declining health 
curbed his involvement. 

TLeJuly 1988 edition of the FCC’s 


newsletter is dedicated to Flannagan and 
states, “No individual has shared more 
generously and unselfishly with fellow 
members than Mr. Flannagan 
. . . [I]t was Mr. Flannagan’s individual 
efforts, generosity and his love for 
the Fairfield Coin Club that helped 
keep us afloat and going. . . [He] was 
always willing to share his knowl- 
edge with fellow members.” As the 
FCC’s final tribute to him, the club 
will hold an annual auction known as 
the George Flannagan Memorial Auc- 
tion, with all proceeds directed to sup- 
porting club functions. 

DONALD O. SHERER-LM 399 

Don Sherer, former ANA governor, 
passed away on June 16, 1988. Sherer 
joined the ANA in June 1949 and was 
named co-chairman of the 1951 ANA 
convention in Phoenix. Sherer was a 


leading figure in the Association long 
before an ANA headquarters became a 
reality. He held numerous ANA offices, 
including governor from 1954 to 1959; 
assistant to the general secretary, 
1959-62; general secretary, 1962-63; 
executive secretary, 1964-66, and sec- 
ond vice president, 1967-69. 

He was a member of many ANA 
committees, such as the Election, Con- 
vention Papers and Resolutions Com- 
mittees. Sherer also was chairman of 
National Coin Week in 1954. 

In 1960 he received the ANA’s 
Medal of Merit and in October 1971, 
the Farran Zerbe Memorial Award, the 
ANA’s highest accolade. ANA Presi- 
dent Herbert M. Bergen bestowed the 
Zerbe Award at the ANA’s 80th An- 
niversary Convention in Washington, 
D.C., stating that for two decades 
Sherer gave his time, efforts and the

BYRON F. JOHNSON JR.-LM 523 

Byron F. Johnson, noted for his numis- 
matic research, died on June 14 at 
his home in Seattle, Washington. He 
was 57. 

Johnson, who retired as a pharmacist 
in March 1987, was a lifelong hobbyist. 
He joined the ANA in 1 96 1 and served 


on the Board of Governors from 
1975-77. He was an ANA distria rep- 
resentative for the State of Washington 
and was named to numerous commit- 
tees, including the Awards, Member- 
ship, Resolutions, Audit, Eleaion Rules, 
Young Numismatists and Exhibit Judg- 
ing Committees. He initiated changes 
in the ANA’s exhibit judges’ training, 
counterfeit control, and programs desig- 
nated to aid specialty colleaor groups. 
As a governor, he sought to establish 
long-range goals for the ANA, promote 
dealer relationships, expand ANACS 
programs, and effect ANA support of 
colleaor organizations at all levels. 

President of the Token and Medal 
Sociay from 1972-74, he also served 
that organization as secretary and li- 
brarian and was awarded its medal of 
merit. In 1979 he was editor simultane- 
ously for three numismatic groups— the 


Pacific Northwest Numismatic Associa- 
tion, Seattle Coin Club and Northwest 
Token and Medal Society— and, at 
some point, served as president of each. 
President of the Organization of Inter- 
national Numismatists from 1975-77, 
he also was a member of the American 
Numismatic Society, Canadian Numis- 
matic Association, Society of Paper 
Money Collectors, and many other 
groups. He was named to the United 
States Assay Commission in 1971. 

Johnson authored articles for major 
numismatic publications, including Coin 
World, Numismatic News and Numis- 
matic Scrapbook Magazine. He con- 
tributed to the ANA Numismatic Cor- 
respondence Course and the Standard 
Catalog of World Coins, and was in- 
volved in cataloging numismatic items 
of the State of Washington. He is sur- 
vived by two sisters and a brother. •

Counterfeit 1928 Hawaiian Commemorative 


Counterfeit 1928 Hawaiian Sesquicenten- 
nial half dollar. 


L ast months report de- 
tailed the diagnostics of a coun- 
terfeit 1935 Old Spanish Trail 
commemorative half dollar. This in- 
stallment continues the series with a 
bogus 1928 Hawaiian Sesquicentennial 
half dollar. 

The counterfeit Hawaiian commem- 
orative shown here is no different in 
general appearance than the Old Span- 
ish Trail specimen, that is, it displays 
fuzzy details, sharp edge reeding, lack 
of die polish, and glossy luster. Primary 
in identifying this particular counterfeit 
is the obverse — a large spike protrudes 
from Captain Cook’s throat. The re- 
verse, in addition to the characteristics 
mentioned above, also exhibits extra 


Details of the reverse of a genuine Ha- 
waiian commemorative (top) are well 
defined, while those on the counterfeit 
are fuzzy, and extra raised metal ap- 
pears near the rim at 11:30. 


On the counterfeit a raised spike of 
metal protrudes from Captain Cook’s 
throat and extends into the field. 


metal. These diagnostics become even 
more obvious when the counterfeit is 
compared to the genuine article. 


Increasing numbers of these decep- 
tive counterfeits have been submitted 
to ANACS for authentication. Many 
seemingly AU pieces have been arti- 
ficially toned in an attempt to hamper 
their identification.

ANA MEMBERS WHO find it difficult 
to improve their golf scores might con- 
sider entering next year’s Worst Avid 
Golfer I'ournament in Hampton, Il- 
linois. The 1988 “winner’’ was Tim 
Boehlke, whose 36-hole total was 324. 
Divots outnumbered pars at the char- 
ity event, and spectators often had to 
take cover behind trees as the 84 
hackers tore up the course. 


It s eascinating to learn what 
other people collect. Recent news 
stories revealed that Tab Lewis of 
Hastings, Oklahoma, now has about 
2,000 bricks in his collection. Lewis, 
who founded the International Brick 
Colleaors Association, says his favorite 
specimen comes from Kansas and bears 
the imprinted message, “Don’t spit on 
the sidewalk.’’ 

The Guinness Book of World Records 
has certified Ted Shuler of Memphis, 
Tennessee, as owner of the world’s 
largest brew collection. Shuler has 
acquired 1,827 different brands of 
beer from 82 countries. Of all those 


beers, what’s his favorite? Shuler 
admits, “Miller Lite. I weigh about 
256 pounds.” 

Some crooks are stupid. A 22-year- 
old man who recently went to court 
in Boston to face charges on auto theft 
was arrested again, this time outside the 
Roxbury District Court. According to 
police, while the suspect was waiting 
for his case to come up, he tried to 
sell heroin to passers-by at the court- 
house entrance. 


The sometimes rather small 
group of collectors (myself included) 
who often complain that the hobby 
needs more credibility should loudly 
applaud the actions of two major coin 
certification services. 

The dealers who operate the Profes- 
sional Coin Grading Service (PCGS) 
in California responded quickly when 
they discovered fraud involving coins 
of lower grades housed in “PCGS 
holders” that indicated higher, more 
valuable grades. Rather than hide the 
problem, PCGS gathered evidence and 
promptly alerted the public, publicizing 
“insider” information about how to 
spot the counterfeit slabs. 

In New Jersey, John Albanese, presi- 
dent of Numismatic Guaranty Corpo- 
ration of America (NGC), put ethics 
before financial considerations by re- 
fusing to encapsulate modern proof 
coins. He explained there have been 
just too many abuses in the retail pric- 
ing of high-grade, modern proofs. 

Sure, the numismatic marketplace 
still has its problems, but there are a 
lot fewer today because of the bold ac- 
tions taken by these two companies.
